In regard to the recent manifesto of Marshal 
MacMahon, Mr. Washburne said to . rep- 
resentative of the World: “It must 
have intensified the feeling througbout France, 
and, taken together with the imprisonment 
of Gambetta, I think it will add greatly to the 
excitement which was prevalent at the time I 
left. The position that I occupied towards the 
French Government, where my relations have 
always been very friendly under all of the five 
forms of government which existed during the 
eight years af my residence in France, disin- 
clines me to make any special comments upon 
the political contest now so unhappily raging in 
that country.“ 

As to the result of the impending election 
Mr. Washburne said: It is impossible for me 
to give a judgment of my own, but in the last 
conversation I had with M. Thiers that great 
statesman, who knew France better than any 
man living, assured me that the Republicans, 
instead of electing the 368 former Deputies, 
would elect the whole 400. In a very recent 
conversation which I nad with Gambetta 
he expressed the same opinion. On 
the other hand the Go ment party expressed 
the hope of success, or any rate they professed 
to believe that they could reducethe Republican 
strength so much that the moderate Left would 
hold power, which would curb 
any Republican majorjgy that might be elected.“

As we suggested at the time, the proper 
way for the citizens who are interesting 
themselves in this matter to acquire a bene- 
ficial influence over the election, is to bring 
out not five but twenty-five citizens, each of 
whom will make an efficient and trustworthy 
County Commissioner; they should be about 
equally divided between Democrats and Re- 
publicans, and then submitted to the two par- 
ties as proper men from whom to choose the 
party candidates. If there is any chance for 
the two parties agreeing, they are more jikely 


which are the things sought in savings benks, 
but which are often wanting when needed. 

The small deposits—the weekly or month- 
ly savings—do not admit of direct invest- 
ment in bonds; it was for this class of de- 
positors that the English Government estab- 
lished the Postal Savings Banks, which sys- 
tem has been followed and works most suc- 
cessfully in Canada. 

The epidemic in savings banks which be- 
gan in New York last winter and has spread 
to all parts of the country, while it will work 
terrible loss to the industrial and 2 
classes, will have a good effect upon 
other savings banks. It will teach them 
caution, and, while nothing can prevent fraud 
and dishonesty, the honest and well-managed 
institutions will be able to do a larger and 
more profitable business, in the absence of 
the competition of the weaker banks, which 
have generally suceceded in getting deposits 
by their lavish promises of interest which no 
honest banks could pay. 


THE CHARGE OF BARGAIN AND SALE. . 

Ever since last March there has been a 
story circulated intimating, suggesting, and 
at times charging, that a bargain had been 
made at Washington, in the name of Mr.

Public Health Association will open at the hall 
of the Grand Pacific Hotel,in this city, Tues- 
day, the 25th inst. The list of papers and topics 
for discussion, which we print in another col- 
umn, gives ample evidence that this is a Work- 
ing body of earnest and practical men. Our city 
welcomes such gentlemen, and invites such dis- 
cussions as theirs will be. No other city in the 
world owes more to sanitary science, and espe-

The Public 
Health Association seems to hold this opinion, 
for at the very opening of its annual meeting 
here next Tuesday it first appeals directly to 
the Chicago experience and great sanitary and 
engineering problems. 

On Tuesday President Ra vucn’s opening dis- 
course will deal with the facts in the sanitary 
topography cf Chicago and the remedies for its 
disadvantages, a theme of which he is master; 
Engineer Cuzssrovuaa follows with the prob- 
lems of our drainage and sewerage; the Secre- 
tary of the Association presents the outlines of 
proposed general surveys for sanitary purposes 
in the United States; and in the evening Proi. 
Hosmer A. Jonson is to discourse upon 
the sanitary geography of our city and certain 
other Western regions, with reference to the 
local causation and prevention of pulmonary 
consumption. President Grecory, of Cham- 
paign, closes the excrcises of the first evening 
by a discourse on his favorite theme, Health and 
Higher Education; or health and happiness as a 
means essential to culture and successful edu- 
cation. 

Wednesday and Thursday are to be filled up 
in like manner. Dr. Grone L. ANDREW, of 
Indiana, opens on the sanitary value of forests 
and trees, and the Western naturalists and sani- 
tarians will follow him. Dr. Fousom, the emi- 
nent Secretary of the State Board of Health of 
Massachusetts, follows witha draft of a project 
of law on pollution of streams; and after him 
we notice the veteran Prof. N. S. Davis, show- 
ing how tosave our children from the ravages 
of bowel diseases, and Prof. HENuT M. Lrman 
advancing to the work of stamping out scar- 
latina and other zymotic maladies. There are 
no less than fourteen important papers in the 
list for Wednesday, aud as many as can be dis- 
posed of on Thursday. 

We repeat our welcome to all this kind of in- 
struction and discussion. Chicago bears wit- 
ness to the debt she owes to sanitary science and 
to sanitarians. Upon the low. marshy borders 
of the lake and river, where in 1832 Fort Dear- 
born witnessed the first ravages by cholera, 
which added terror to the Black 
Hawk war, we now have a city of 
balf a million inhabitants; and where in later 
years, especially in 1849, 1850, 1854, and 1866, 
fatal evidemics prevailed in our undrained dis- 
tricts; now we witness some of the greatest 
triumphs of sanitary engineering. True. there 
are problems yet to be wrought out, and to 
these we invite the special attention of the ex- 
verienced sanitary officers and civil engiveers of 
the Public Health Association. But a glance at 
the compendious sanitary history of Chicago, as 

published by our Board of Health in 1871, will 
show how weil the public health problems have 
been studied and how great theyare. Since the 
date of that report, in which is sketched a con- 
tinuous record and the sanitary topog- 
raphy and wants of the city, the great fire 
put to the test the medical and sanitary ability 
of bealth officials and physicians to devise and 
apply all the means of saving the health and

Illinois. There is no authority in the Con- 
stitution or laws for the licensing of pool- 
rooms; but this fact, of course, does not 
dash the confidence of the gamblers. They 
see that rooms of this description are not in- 
terfered with by the police, and that the 
effrontery with which they are kept open is 
in itself a recommendation to public favor. 
The pool room thus has all the advantages of 
the faro-bank and the keno-house, with none 
of their risks. The proprietor keeps an open 
place for betting, and appropriates a per- 
centage of the moneys passing through his 
hands. 

Betting is a branch of a liberal education, 
as the term is now understood, which is cul- 
tivated more than any other by the fashion- 
able youth. From the time when the dis- 
tinction between alley-taws ” and com- 
monies is drawn in the boyish mind until 
the period of champagne and swallow-tails is 
reached, the mania rages. The ability to 
bet fearlessly and successfully is esteemed 
one of the highest manly accomplishments, 
and one’s reputation for courage, to say 
nothing of so small a vice as discretion, de- 
pends upon the practice. The boy at Yale 
who can wear a red neckcloth, “ pull in the 
boat,” and twig the tutor, is still less than a 
„man if he cannot risk his money on the 
ordinary chances of life. The same notions 
prevail after the first bloom of adolescence 
has passed ; they are not removed, indeed, 
until some severe experience, involving per- 
haps heavy of money or reputation, 
calls out a better sense. 

The pool-room gamblers catch young men 
when they are at this susceptible age; when 
they believe an opinion is better for being 
„backed up,” and that only a mean spirit 
will refuse to fortify his position with a bet. 
The -allurements of gambling are covered 
over and disguised by being called other 
names. It ia nota stake but a “ pool” 
which the dupe engages in; he does not lay 
money on cards or colors, but deposits it; he 
is not concerned with any of the implements 
of gambling, but adopts all the forms of an 
ordinary wager. The transaction is further 
dignified by attaching to some public event, 
such as a horse-race, or a base-ball match, or 
an election, which may be perfectly respecta- 
ble in itself; and the pride of the partici- 
pants is flattered in every case by the appeal 
that is made to their judgment. The money 
is supposed not to be risked on a chance, but 
on the observer's sagacity and acquaintance 
with the subjects concerned. 

The pool-rooms, appealing to young men 
thus on the weak side, would be dangerous 
institutions if they were honestly conducted, 
but many of them are frauds of the worst 


to be honest; he certainly enjoyed the confi- 
dence of many respectable persons, many of 
whom were lawyers and men who ought to 
have been able to detect an ordinary fraud. 
We are not disposed to pursue him with epi- 
| thete ; but, being sole owner, manager, 

cashier, and bookkeeper, he must have known 
that his bank was but a fraud and a trap, 
into which by deceit he was inducing people 
to put their money, which he knew they were 
never to get out again. The bank wasa 
mere shell, having no other substance than 
the rotund and portly form of the President. 
That is, however, not available for the pay- 
ment of depositors. One feature about this 
bank was a scheme of inyestment which no 
person other than Mrzns was ever able to un- 
derstand. It was such a monstrosity as 
might result from a cross between a hydraulic 
ram and an 10 U. The man who put his 
money in the bank was induced to have it 
put into this patent investment, and it will 
puzzle even a Receiver to discover what be- 
came of the money; itis not in the bank, 
it was not a savings deposit, and the invest- 
ment has probably never had a substantial 
existence. 

Confidence in savings banks has received a 
shock in this community and in the country 
generally from which it will take much time to 
recover. A succession of similar frauds in 
England led to the establishment for small 
depositors of the Post-Office savings banks. 
These Governmental institutions have had a 
wholesome effect on the private banks, 
which must be honest or they would lose 
that part of the business which has not 
already left them. Savings banks, or some 
other form of institution for the safe-keep- 
ing of the small savings of the people, are 
essential. The man who has five, ten, or 
thirty dollars must have some place in which 
itcan be kept. If carried on the person 
or left at home, it is liable to be 
stolen, Until we can have a State law im- 
posing restraints and penalties upon the offi- 
cers, and requiring responsibility, and pro- 
viding for inspection, with power to close up 
unsafe institutions, there will be a lack of

Meat needs to be cooked to make it palatable, 
to render it easy of mastication, and in order 
that we may get the greatest amount of good- 
ness from it with the least waste. Roasting or 
baking meat is the most extravagant mode in 
which it can be cooked, as it wastes nearly one- 
third of its substance in drippings or steam. 
Baking is not so wasteful as roasting, provided 
the meat be surrounded with vegetables or cov- 
ered with flour paste to preserve the a. 
Broiling is another extravagant method of cook- 
ing meat, as the fat and juices run into the fire 
or escape up chimney in steam. ng and 
stewing are the methods by which the goodness 
of the meat is preserved, either 
in the meat iteelf or im the liquor 
in which it is cooked. If the vessel in which it 
is cooked is kept tightly covered, so that the 
steam cannot escape, it condenses on the cover 
and falls back upon the meat, so that the loss 
of nourishment is not perceptible. Four

BANK OLEARINGS AND THE IMPROVEMENT IN 
BUSINESS. 

The Public of New-York calls attention to the 
significant fact that the Clearing-House ex- 
changes, compared with those of the same cities 
for corresponding weeks last year, show each week 
since the new crop began to move losses at the 
same Cities and gains at the same cities, with few 
and generally explainable exceptions. New York 
gains every week since July 1; Baltimore every 
week since Aug. 1; New Orleans every week this 
season; Milwaukee since the middle of August; 
Chicago, with a single exception, since August 11; 
Cincinnati, with two exceptions, since August 1; 
and Boston for the last two weeks. On the 
other hand, Philadelphia has lost 
every week this season; San Fran- 
cisco, with a large increase in the number of banks 
reporting, has rarely overtaken its record of last 
year; St. Louis, with two exceptions, has lost 
since the strike; Pitteburg, with one exception of 
only $20,000, has lost ever since July 21; and 
Louisville has lost constantly since the middle of 
August. These facts indicate that there is as yet 
only loss in the cities which are not directly affect- 
ed by the grain trade, and to these Philadeiphia 
must be added because it loses largely in that 
trade, as well as other traffic of the Centennial 
year.

For several years Count La Grange, the French 
turfman, has laid over everybody on the En- 
glish turf, but during the present season the 
stable of Lord Falmouth has carried nearly 
everything before it. This nobleman is one of 
the few turt-eupporters who are considered 
straightforward in their ~~, > by the general 
public, and in consequence successes this 
season have been warmly welcomed. Lord Fal- 
mouth, according to the English papers, never 
bets on his horses, his only remuneration for 
the expense of maintaining a large and expen- 
sive stud beiag the money yalue of the 
Count La Grange, on the contrary, his 
horses heavily whenever he thinks well of them, 
and, after winning the Derby with Gladiateur, is 
said to have crossed the Channei with a carpet- 
bag filled with cold pieces and Bank of Engiand 
notes; as a result of his victory. The most no- 
table successes of Lord Falmouth this year have 
been with Silvio, that excellent youngster win- 
ning both the Derby and St. Leger. In the lat- 
ter event, Lord Falmouth also had Lady Go- 
lightiy, and, as she ran second to Silvio, it will 
be contended by many that she could bave 
beaten the colt had it been so desired. At the 
recent York meeting, Lord Falmouth's stable 
literally carried everything before it, its repre- 
sentatives winning every one of the five races in 
which they were engaged, Lady Golightly cap- 
turing the Yorkshire Oaks and the Great York- 
shire Stakes, Skylark the York Cup, Kitty 
Sprichtly the Lonsdale Cup, and Redwing the 
Convivial Stakes.

The New Registry Law—No Interest in the 
Political Campaign— Senator Thurman 
Makes His First Speech. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

New York, Sept. 22.—The Times Cincinnati 
special says: The universal lack of interest in 
the Ohio campaign received fresh Illustration 
to-day. The newly-enacted registry law re- 
quires all voters who changed their residences 
within the year to register on the Alst and 22d. 

This was the first day for registering under this 

law, but in spite of vigorous drumming by the 

party organs very few voters responded. In 
the strongest Democratic precinct in Cin- 
cinnati, where over 1,000 Democratic votes are 
usually cast, and where changes of residence are 
constantly taking place, only Gfteen registered. 

The list in scarcely any precinct exceeds twenty- 

five. Asa result of this universal neglect of 

means for qualifying voters, there is much un- 
easiness to-night, especially among Democrats. 

They know that if no more attention is paid to 

the matter to-morrow thousands of their voters 

will be debarred from voting in October. Stren- 
uous efforts will be made to-morrow by that 
party to hunt up the class affected by the law 
and drag them to the registering places. The

irlooms which date back four or five hun- 
dred vears. It is just possible that the arrival 
of an obelisk having a history of three thou- 


sand or more years will either offend 
the national pride, or will make them 
dissatisfied with what they have

And, having once become aroused to the vital 
importance of securing the oldest relies that 
can be obtained, it is possible that they will 
never rest until they send Dr. Schliemann, or 
some other antiquary, to dig up from Ararat 
the fragments of the Ark that may be lying 
around there. At any rate, they will doubticss 
lose faith in those objects which they have 
heretotore held in such reverence; and the 
landing of the obelisk will not impossibly be 
the death-knell of Temple Bar.

HOW THE SIOUX BRAVES AMUSED THEMSELVES 
YESTERDAY. 

The rotunda of the Sherman House was 
crowded yesterday forendon by people anxious 
to get a glimpse of the Indian warriors so- 
journing within ite portals. It was with the 
greatest difficulty that the crowd was kept 
down stairs. Now and then an adventurous 
person would make a break for the club-room 
where the savages were quartered, and from 
which now and then resounded the words 
„jackapotte“ and “little casino.” As gam- 
blers they are a success. As fire-water 
demolishers no Five-Points drunkard ever ex- 
celled them, and as for eaters—they can com- 
pete with “‘ Appetite Bull,“ and win ona long 
race. 

About 12 o’clock the managers of the wy 
sition sent carriages to the hotel for the Iu- 
dians, and they were driven to the Exposition 
Buliding. Tue crowd that collected upon their 
departure from the hotel was immense, and 
outside of the Expvsition Building it numbered 
several thousand. The Iudians, once 
inside, formed the bigrest attraction, 
and were followed around everywhere 
by a gaping multitude. They were guarded by 
an ample police force belonging to the Exposi- 
tion, and were accompanied by Dr. Irvin, the 
Agent at Red Cloud. “The Man-Afraid-of- 
His-Horses,”’ Spotted Tail,” big and littie, 
and all the other Indians looked at everything, 
but apparently marveled at nothing. In the 
conservatory each Chief was presented with a 
bouquet, which seemed to be the only thing gp- 
preciated. The excitement of the crowd, and 
the anxiety to see the untutored sonsof the 
forest, orded the red men ample fun, 
and they laughed heartily. About 2:30 o’clock 
they returned to the Sherman House, where 
they dined.

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MILITIA NOTES. 
FIRST REGIMENT INSPECTION. 

The first full-dress inspection of the First 

Regiment, I. N. G., since its reorganization 
under the State law was made by Maj. Lanni- 
gan, Assistant Inspector-General of the First 
Brigade of Militia, last eveuing. There was 
a large audience of ladies and gentlemen 
in attendance at the Armory. Maj. Lannigan 
reported the inspection entirely satisfactory 
to him in every particular, allowing, of course, 
for the very short notice (three days) given to 
the command. There arc now 513 men actually 
sworn in in this regiment, about 450 of whom 
were present last evening. The organization 
has thus far been eompelled to pay its armory 
rent, furnish its own uniforms, and bear all ex- 
penses. The State owes the regiment three 
months’ armory rent, and the city an appropria- 
tion of $5,000. To clothe the 513 men there 
are but about 300 dress uniforms, and 
Companies I and K were subjected tothe 
humiliation of forming in line in citizens, ap- 
parel before the spectators, not even having 
fatigue uniforms, a disgrace to the city of 
Chicago. 
The officers of the regiment some time since 
were comp lied to advance a sum of $489.75 to 
assist in uniforming the boys, in order that they 
might present a t appearance upon the 
streets. This money has never been repaid. 

The Second Regiment will have a similar in- 
spection to-morrow night at its armory on 
street.

GREEK CHURCH MONKS. 
VISIT TO AN OLD BULGARIAN MONASTERY. 
Edinburg Scotsman. 

Trrnova, Aug. 20.—I paid a visit this morn- 
ing to the Monastery of St. Preabrazeni,—the 
largest of the two religious retreats which occu- 
py so picturesque a site in the Savadel Pass, be- 
tween Policrasti and Tirnova. The monastery 
is about an hour and a hali’s ride from the latter 
city. first baif of the way being along the road 
cut in the face of the precipitous cliffs which 
hem in the Savadel Pass, or built by the side of 
the meandering brown Jantra,—one of the most 
woncrously romantic roads it has ever been my 
lot to travel over. About half-way down the 
pass is an upright stone, with a rude inscription 
in the Bulgarian character—resembling Greek 


. indicating to the traveler that he must, if he 


would ascend to the monastery, turn aside to the 
leit. The roadway can only be described as a 
bridie-path, for quite suddenly it narrows 
to about.a foot and a half, and for a 
great part of the way it is not more 
than a foot in width... Suddenly, in 
turning the corner of a high bank, we reach 
the monastery, clinging, so to speak, to the 
crags, and, one would almost imagine, hanging 
in mid-air over a deep defile whose perpendicu- 
l sides are hidden by a wealth of gigantic 
bushes and young trees. At first glance the 
pile is not imposing; indeed, all that you can 
see is an arched porch with red sandstone col- 
umns and red-tiled roof, and two rather high 
flanking plain buildings. The clatter of our 
horses“ fect op the pavement was echoed from 
the vaulted ceiling of the porch,.and, as no one 
answered our call for some time, we began to 
coubt whether, in the great stillness, the place 
was inhabited at all. However, this theory was 
destroyed by the appearance of a young-looking 
monk, attired in long brown dressing-gown, 
sandals on his bare feet, and a high, conical cap 
shading the coarse black hair which reached be- 
low his shoulders.» The expression of his face 
was that of wonderful curiosity, and having 
responded to bis Drasht-wee”’—welcome— 
we handed over our horses to the care 
ol a neophyte, and followed our guide to tie 
presence of the Abbot or Archimandrite. This 
noble and dignified old ecclesiastic was reclin- 
ing in an open gallery, which commanded a 
view of the whole pass from Sergovico to Tir- 


nova, the domes and minarets of the latter 


forming an exquisite setting to the head of the 
gicns as they glistened and sparkled in the pure 
morulng sublight. Christauu Yernunamoit 
Palestinski—fort that, as he informed us, was 
the Abbot’s name—treceived us with grave 
courtesy, and intimated that the monastery was 
at our service dumng our pleasure. Thanking 
the good old mau for his kindness, we stated 
that we, had been led to visit him simply ve- 
cause of the romantic beauty of the situation 
of Preabrazent, aud a desire to see for our- 
selves the interior of a Greck monastery. Te 
preeeace of the old man with his loose robe, 
his long gray bair, his beard,—which, like Aa- 
ron’s, flowed down to his breast,—was im- 

ressive as be conducted us over the house. 
ic had, he told us, been thirty-six years a 
monk in the Hoi Sepuichre at Jerusalem, and 
hence had appended to his own name the cog- 
nomen ol Palestinski. 

Within the porch, an idea of its ercat size was 
at once conveyed. Itisa somewhat irrecuiar, 
oblung pile L. buildlings, divided into three 
quadrahgles—two large and ore small—by two 
two churches. Round these quadrangles are 
erected houses with open galleries—some two, 
some one, and some three stories in height. 
To the right are the gucst chanbers, at the ſur- 
ther quadrangle are the ceils of the monks, and 
the houses next the cliffs are devoted partly to 
the accommodation of neophytes and partly for 
the lodyment of pilgrims. The churches are in 
exterior architecture not at all elegant, but ex- 
tremely attractive from their picturesque rude- 
ness of style aud the elaborate frescoes which 
adorn their walls, the largest being a repre- 
sentation of the angels ringing the joy-bells of 
heaven. Domes, and belfnes, and spires spring 

bere aud there in the most unexpected 
places, and at all sorts of angles there are bal- 
conies and projecting windows commanding 
beautiiul views and lending a charm to the whole 
place. Ina stroll round the courts one comes upon 
a monk quictly knitting in ashady corner; there 
another — carding wool; in a little 
shed a third is spinning with a very primitive 
wheel; in the upper galleries some are drying 
onions, others preserving fruits; here is the 
rude little four-mill, with a bakery a few yards 


try aud unostentatious piety characterize the 
jumates. But to return to the Abbot. He 
leads us first to the church of the patron Saint 
of the monastery, St. Preabrazeni. It is, as 
usual, inthe shape of a Greek cross, and en- 
tered through a porch and down a short

The cells are arranged in 
outer room, with a fire-place, 
entering from each 
rooms enable the monks to pass from one to 
the other without going out into the open gal- 
leries or court-yards in the cold winter. All the 
rooms are scrupulously clean, neat, and Wool. 
While we mubch our sugar and sip our water, 
the Archimandrite informs us that the mon- 
astery was founded 800 years ago, but was twice 
destroyed by the Turks. Forty years ago it was 
restored in its present shape. It accommodates 
forty mouks, who enter here for life, and about 
500 neophytes. During the feast of the patron 
saint, on the 6th of Au old style 
(i%th of August, new style), as many as 
5,000 pilgrims come to the monastery to per- 
form religious exercises and penauces. These 
are all accommodated in the monastery for 
two or three days free of expense. Attached to 


the monastery are four farms and a mill, whose. 


revenues support the mobs and their guests. 
des the {cast time, any ope applying at the 
monastery is furnished with food and lodg- 
ment, and after being spirituaily counseled is 
sent on his way. The monks employed their 
tume variously when not engaged at their devo- 
tions. They attend church at midnigut and 
at 4 in the afternoon, but onfnolidays they fre- 
uently spend whole days in lasting aud prayer. 
uring their leisure they card wool, spin yarn, 
knit hose, cowls, mittens, fezes, and cloth, 
which thev sell for the good of the institution. 
Some of their goods are highly tinished, and 
they have done this much service to Bulgaria, 
that whenthe Turks everywhere discouraged 
manufactures they conserved them in their 
quiet retreats. Some monks attend the gar- 
dens, the fruit of which forms a great part of 
their staple iood. They never eat flesh meat ot 
any kind; twice a week they are allowed fish, 
and on Saturday and Sunday they have cheese 
andeggs. The remainder of the week their 
food consists of olives, plums, pears, apples, or 
walnuts, bread and milk, and because of their 
peculiarities in food they are named the Order 
of Nikigor. Their dress I have already de- 
scribed. 

While conversing with our ancient and hos- 
pitable iriend a bell rang, and we were informed 
that it was breakiast time, and invited to eat. 
Conducted to aguest-~chamber overlooking the 


‘grand scenery of the pass, a first-rate repast 


was soon set fore us. The chamber was a 
large, spacious, airy room, the floor covered with 
matting, and low, cushioned divans running 
all around the walls. The ceiling was of beau- 
tifully-carved cedar wood, richly picked out 
with gilding and blue paint. The breakfast, 
served on a low tabie, at which we sat cross- 
legged, a la J'urque, cousisted of two kinds of 
cold soup,—one made with fish, and the other 
purely vegetable, garlic and cucumbers being 
the chief constituents,—o!f olives, plums, bread. 
Wme was also offered, with water. We were 
waited upon bya quaint old monk, with red 
sash to his brown robe, huge goggie-eyed spec- 
tacles, and a close-titting red skull cap,—a 
splendid subject for my artist cumpanion. av- 
ing expressed a desire to sce tae common eat- 
ing-room ot the monks we were at once con- 
veyed tuither, and much pleased we were with 
ii, jor in many respects it is the most unique 
room in the monastery. Long, low, 
and cool, it overlooks the 
one side the south quadrangle, 
and on the other the pass toward Tirnova. Mar- 
bie tables are ranged arounu it, with a place at 
the cross-table for the Abbot, who directs the 
serving of everything by a couple of bells aung 
on the table. Near the Abbot's seat is the read- 
ing-desk, where by turns the monks take their 
place and read the Evangeils during meals. The 
vauited ceuing contains a large fresco of Christ 
expoun‘ing the Scriptures. At the head of the 
room, or cast end, is a capitally-executed paint- 
ing of the Last Supper, and beneath panels 
containing frescoes of toe Annunciation, the 
miracle of the feeding of the 5,000 on the loaves 
and fishes, aud of the Good Samaritan, while 
at the west end is a vigorous representation of 
Abraham entertaining angels unawares, and 
round tue room are portraits of former beads 
of the establishment painted on a blue ground. 
The effect of the whole is éxceedingly rica and 
quaint, yet appropriate. Alter spenading four 
pleasant hours in the fine old place, and im the 
company oi the good, kiudiy, hospitable monks, 
we leit our smali donation toward the feeding 
oi the poor and huvgry, and cuntered back to 
Tirnova, as much impressed with the peaceful, 
simple lives of the quaint Bulgarian monks as 
with the wondrousily beautiful scenery amid 
which they dwell. 


COLORED CAMP-MEETING. 
SINGING BY A CHOIR OF THREE THOUSAND 
VOICES.

On Sunday nignt, the colored camp-meeting 
at Morfora’s Woods. in Red Bank, ended after 
two weeks of remarkable success. A shade of 
gloum rested on the faces of the elders and dea- 
cons ufter it was found that the Jubilee Singers 
trom Thompson street had taken French leave, 
for they were included in the programme of the 
concluding services. After all, everybody was 
better satisfied ; the colored peoplé because they 
were certain to know the songs they sang them- 
selves, and the white fulks because to them the 
chief charm of a colored camp-mecting lies in 
the variety and number of rude but melodious 
hymns that country negroes know. Every 
one connected with the camp was prepared 
for the crush of Sunday night. Sister 
Susan Barber’s immense person was almost 
hidden behind the store of melons, peaches, 
pies, and peanuts, that bent her slender counter. 
Cornelius & Wiggins laid in a heavy store oi 
Cigars and tobacco, and kept eflectually con- 
cealed the more stronger stuff that rumor 
said they sold.

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CANADA’S SHRINE. 
CURES PERYORMED BY STH. ANNE'S FINGER- 
BONE. 
New York Werld. 

Ste. Anne DE Beaupre, Quebec, Sept. 13.— 
The season here is nearly over. It has been one 
of unezampled success, the reported miracles 
being many, and the atten@ince of the devout 
enormous. Already the trees on the Petit Cap, 
beneath which nestles the good saint’s chapel, 
are losing their leaves; the wind whistles shrill 
these Indian-summer nights through the St. 
Joachim woods; the Falls of Ste. Anne begin to 
look wintry, and the noisy tourist has gone, 
leaving the shrine to the pious aud the sim- 
ple villager. This year, as the World 
some weeks ago, his Holiuess dedicated all Low- 
er Canada to Ste. Anne, and the. religious cere- 
monies and pilgrimages have been the grandest 
ever seen here. A little work in French has 
just been issued, called Tbe Pilgrimage to Ste. 
Anne’s,”’ which gives the only official record of 
this shrine yet published, and which is dedicated 
to the saint and her children, the faithful of 
Quebec, in commemoration of this year of 

race and the blessings it has brought to the 
‘rench-Canadian people, notably the recent 
dedication.” 

The discovery of the relic of Ste. Anne, a 
finger-bone from which lies within the altar of 
her chapel here, is related at great length and 
with much minuteness oi detail. In the reign 
of Marcus Aurelius, the intidels during an inva- 
sion of the Hoiy Land, burned all the coffins 
which they found in the public or private monu- 
ments in the sacred places. Only one coffin es- 
caped this proianation, and that because the 
infidels could neither consume it with fire nor 
force it open. Enraged at this, they threw it 
into the sea, and it was borne to a pomt near 
the Town of Apt, in Provence. There it re- 
mained among the wreckage, rocks, and sand 
for many, many years. One day. however, 
some pious fishermen caught a big fish in their 
nets, and, on dragging it ashore, it lcaped and 
struggled so violently that it unvovered the cof- 
tin, which was then carried tothe Bishop of 
Apt. He could not open it, and hence he knew 
that it contained sacred relics. The times were 
troublous, and the good Bishop, fearing to lose 
the coffin, placed it in a crypt, and, hanging a 
burning lamp before it, had it walled ap. Some 
centuries later and Charlemagne came to Apt 
to restore the shrines polluted by the blas- 
phemies of the idolaters. To enable the Chris- 
tian Prince and his Court to enter the town the 
more readily, some of the ancient walls were 
torn down. In one of these the crypt was dis- 
covered with the lamp still wey, before the 
coffin. John, the son of Baron Cazeneuve, a 
dignitary of Apt, entered the crypt first. From 
his birth be had been deaf and dumb, but sud- 
den) rostrating himself, he cricd out, In 
this ho y place reposes the body of the glorious 
Ste. Anne, the mother of tue Virgin Mary.” 
Charlemagne then entered the vault, and with- 
out any troubie opened the coffin, in which the 
body was found intact, with this inscription in 
the Greek, Hebrew, Latin, and Syro-Chaldaic 
tongucs: This is the body of St. Anne, the 
mother of the Virgin Mary.“ A church was 
built over the spot, but the most famous of the 
shrines now is that founded nearly 300 years 
ago at an humble hamlet in Brittany, and which 
is now known as St. Anne d’Auray. The 
adventurous Breton marivers who came to 
New France with Jacoues Cartier in 183 
brought to these shores the adofation of Ste. 
Aune, and in 1668 a precious relic, a finger- 
bone, was brought over from the chapter of 
Carcasonue by Father Nouvel, a Jesuit misston- 
ary, and preseuted to Mgr. De Laval, the first 
Bishop of Quebec, weo solemuly exposed it ia 
the first church in this village on the 12thof 
March, 1670. In 1843 a joint of the saint's fin- 
ger was sent to Mer. Turgeon by the Bishop of 
St. Rome Gualy, and it now lies in the altar- 
stone of the Quebec Cathedral. The first church 
at this village was built very near the river, but 
to avoid inundation it was torn down, and the 
present church built by Father Filion, in 1676, 
beneath the heights of the Petit ap. Twelve 
otner churches are dedicated to saint in this 
province, but the most renowned and most boly 
by reason of miracles and relicsis thatin this 
village, the shrine of Ste. Aune de upre. 

Ot the scenes that pass before the visitor's 
eyes here every summer I cannot give you a 
better description than that written by Dr. J. C. 
Tache, Deputy Minister of Agriculture at Otta- 
wa, and published in the little work from which 
have been translating:

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RENAN’sS GOSPELS. 
Sr. JOHN. 
New York Nation. 

M. Ernest Renan has added a fifth volume to 
his “History of the Origins of Christianity.“ 
After the “Life of Jesus, the Apostles,“ 
Saint Paul,“ the Antichrist,“ he gives us the 
‘* Evangiles,”’ and informs his readers that, as 
he could not exhaust the difficult subject of the 
authorship of the Gospels in one velume, the 
series will therefore include a sixth volume. 
There is something truly admirable in the 
serenity of Renan; he continues his researches 
and his studies as quietly as a Bvene- 
dictine monl:: impaevidum ferm ruine. 
Not that he is indifferent to the 
misfortunes of his time and of his country; he 
has shown in, his ““Keforme Inteilectuelle et 
Morale de la France” that he can feel as well 
as think; but nature has given him a sweet 
and calm disposition, a great simplicity of 
heart, and an almost childlike faculty of 
curiosity, which preserves him from melancholy 
and sadness. He, besides, discovered long ago 
that intellectual labor is the great, perbaps the 
only remedy against acute mental sufferirigs. 
The astronomer who studies the movements 
of a double star is for a while far away from 
the present; so are the historian and the critic. 
The traveler, says Boileau, caunot escape his 


own thoughts: 

Le chagrin monte en croupe et galope avec lui. 
Traveling is too easy. The same can hardly be 
said of Renan’s favorite science of exegesis. 
To ail the difficulties of positive science, of 
grammar, of philology, of history, you must 
add the peculiar difficulties of what I can only 
call the science of religions,—a science which is 
almost new, and which tends to discover the 
laws of the development of religious ideas, of 
the creation of dogmas, of the e ny of 
mytus and their transformations, of the rela- 
tions between the characters of the various hu- 
man races and the spontaneous growth of the 
religious instinct in different directions. 

Renan has always been guided siace his ear- 
liest studies by this fundamental idea, viz: 
that the Semitic races had a pecuiar — 


itic languages is all 
his work. He likes the society of naturalists 
and of scientific men generally, and it is proba- 
bly in the society of such men that he has 
learned to classify everything; he has tried, at 
any rate, to classify the human races, in point 
of their religious dispositions, and, if I may 
say so, of their religious affinities. othing, in 
this respect, is more admirable than the con- 
trast which he draws inthis new volume be- 
tween the Roman world, stitlin possesson of 
the political supremacy, and the embryonic 
Christian world, still unknown and merged in 
the despised Jewish community. Let us con- 
sider a moment the situation oi the Jews alter 
the destruction of the Temple: Nothing was 
left of their institutions; Pharisaism alone 
survived the Temple, but Pharisaism had no 
life—it was the blindest form of obedience to 
the Law. Israel became more exclusive thau 
ever. Jerusalem was a heap ci stoues. The 
Jews spread themselves in the towns and vil- 
tages which were between the mountains of 
Judea and the sea. The Christians had been as 
much surprised as the Jews when the Temple 
wus destroyed; they looked upon this misfor- 
tune as the chastisement for the condemnation 
of Christ.

A Diary of it All, by John 
Lyle King.

Monpay, 224.—Thetlouds that lowered on our 
house last night are & the deep bosom of the 
ocean buried, for thi morning we woke’ to a 
very resplendence of sunshine, which exhila- 
rated us into the best C spirits. True, we missed 
some of the boistenus fun or chaffing with 
which we were wont to welcome in the merry 
morn, and we wished Pratt and Denison were 
with us, for their om longer pleasure in the 
pastimes of the Brule Whenthe second order of 
the day (breakfast th first) was reached, the 
business on hand ws proceeded with. Paul. 
pushed us, in the Dikey, up the stiff current 
to several of the deper pools, at each of 
which we held fora space of time, and, 
most prosperousiy, put in for the fish, and 
our chief concern wé to fiad, not where the 
trout were most @undant, but where the 
largest were. The small fry can be pulled 
plenteously in almot any run of the river, but 
the heavy swells be their haunts, usually 
under a bank" where the water runs close up 
and deep, or unde logs, or ‘or holes, or 
in and below u or in the depths 
of the chanud. They are coy 
aud wary, and must be somewhat coaxed and 
tickled with a caufous, delicate, and dainty 
dalliance. We bappned on some of these lalrs 
of the larger fish, aid right gallantly did they 
show the gamesonr stuff they are made of. 
There was a comnotion in the waters when 
they stretched a lie or bent a tip. I envied 
High the repeated Ontest and final capture of 
one particular trout splendid in his mettie, bis 
proportions, and uwqualed beauty. On his firet 
dash at the fly je appeared in the clear 
water as ‘if he were a flash of deep 
red, fluttering flame, 80 brilliant in 
colcr he was. But le was not then taken. At 
the next throw he itched at the fly soon as it 
touched the water, and we saw him wavering in 
shapes of red, as he was drawn in, caught on 
the nook, but he fleuted off, and we feared was 
gone fo: good. But be was fated. On a third 
immediate throw Higs tastened him firmly, and 
how carefully; siowly, and skilifully did he han- 
die his rod, so as to save the prize! When bein 
played in, fluttering and writhing, he appeare 
to us as if reddenal in his own blood, and 
gamely did he struggle to the last, but he was 
at last got in. Paul and I took him and handled 
him tenderly, to have a look and to admire 
and wonder at his beauty. He was the sole one 
of the kind we have ever seen taken from the 
Brule. The tail, fins, and belly were of deepest 
red. The speckles or spots were unusually de- 
fined and high-colored, and the skin most beau- 
tifully enameled and perfect. We all regretted 
he could not be kept alive or preserved, to be 
taken home fora show. He would bea marvel 
of beauty in a parlor aquarium or fish-globe. 
He was chough a wonder and worthy to be kept 
as a pet, as the famous lamprey was in 
the pond of Crassus, the orator. But all 
that could be done with him was to con- 
sign him to the cook for the frving-pan. 
He was served at dinner, and fell to wy piutter, 
and I vouch for it that he was as good to eat as 
he was to look at. His meat was of deep red 
salmon tinge. His was adish of which it could 
be Said as ut une of fish that Walton describes, aud 
says it was too good for anybody but angiers 
and very honest men.“ This morning’s catch 
was 107. In the afternoon, and aiter our usual 
lounging, we went for another essay with the 
Hy. The rain of last nicht is in the river now, 
and swelled it visibly. Right at our camp the 
trout have come with the river; it now 
slips smoothly alpng, and we caught 
trout there. At some rapids, where 
Pratt and I struck one of our luckiest 
leads,“ we could not now get a single rise,— 
probably because the water is too turbuicnt,— 
but it shows—what, indeed, we knew before— 
that the fish are fugitive and wandering, and do 
not stay long in a place when there is water 
enough to swim them generally about. In fact, 
the trout are the wandering Tartars of the 
waters. But the feat of catching one of these 
Tartars is no great shakes of a feat almost 
anywhere in this river. A trout skipped over a 
log to snatch High’s fly, and did snatch it, 
on or alter the leap, but paid dearly 
for his eccentric jumping, for he was 
captured and fried. also saw a trout leap 
horizontally, at least two feet, barely above and 
in line with the surface. This appeared to me 
as ludicrous as any mischievous antics of a 
monkey. Oatch this afternoon, 58; whole day, 
165. 


Tavurspay, 23d.—I got up in the night to close 
the flaps of the tent, and witnessed a pretty 
lunar effect. Fog was thick over the river, and 
the moon, directly opposite to or fronting the 
camp, shone radiantly lustrous, and seemed to 
form a narrow pathway of illuminated fog or 
golden haze stretching from the brink at our 
feet in rising perspective; clear and defined, up 
to the very face of the moon. Early this 
morning, the whole flock of sawbills that ill- 
omened our Michigami voyage, or some others of 
the nefarious family, appeared in front of the 
tent, and began paddling tneir web-foot pro- 
pellers foraswim. Some one in camp fright- 
ened them,—they didn’t stay on the order of 
their going, but squawked and scattered in ter- 
ror. enison would, possibly, have been willing 
to stay over for so promising a broadside as 
they offered. We have a lodge or settlement 
of small red-squirrels around us. They are 
very frisky, and the trees near by 
are noisy with their chirping and chat- 
tering. They venture occasionally on the 
trees overhanging the tents. One of them, just 
now, was doing some trapeze fantastics on the 
alder-bushes within twenty feet of us, bending 
down slender branches, swinging from one to 
another, swaying ou twigs, and cutting shines 
generally. We also saw three chasing one an- 
other in a jumping race on logs, merrily squeak- 
ing as they went. Their caperings are constant. 
There are small birds, like sparrows, flitting 
among the bushes in hide-and-go-seek motions, 
and twittering little trilis. A chipmonk some- 
times comes and turns his nose towards us, 
takes a look, and then hunts his hole. Rarely 
the croak of a raven, or moaning of a loon high 
flying, the rat-tat of a — the jerking 
notes of a. jaybird, and some 
other bird sounds not familiar to us, are heard 
and prove that bird-life is more varied and 
abundant here than on the Michigami. But 
even here, the feathered choristers are not, 
either in number or variety, what would be ex- 
pected in these grand groves. High has been 
thoughtful enough of the better halt, serving the 
housc hold goods at home, to gather and press for 
ber some of thechoicest of the ferns. We rigged 
Tabo with tackle, and he went out with Paul in 
the canoe to try what Indian skill was ina 
match with the trout. They sported so much 
to the purpose, in their path of dalliance with 
the fish, as to return an invoice of fifty-three. 
After dinner we cruised for trout. By some 
whim or caprice we had a fancy for passage 
around an island, a little chute between it and 
the mainiand.

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FrivayY, 24th.—Tabo, thinking, perhaps, that 
a day as propitious as yesterday should be 
crowned with more than comm@gn comfort for 
the night, cut down a hemlock standing by the 
camp, and despoiled it of its boughs to make us 
afresh spread for our sleeping. These boughs 
made for us a couch as much to our ease @ down 
or feathers might make. The balmy sleep, 
which was our tired nature's sweet re- 
storer, was as deep as the slumber 
of infant innocency in the cradle. 
We had thought to have another day of it in 
Chickabiddy Camp. But we find the water-rise 
is running out rapidly, and it was reported 
from the bureau of cookery that certain stores 
were exhausted and others were shrinking 
beautifully less. The fear of a food-famine ex- 
pedited our former start from the camp across 
the river, and, as we are sated with sport, we 
will make but little of a sacrifice in an onward 
move. High was still harping on his big trout. 
I don’t know what his war record is, but I 
doubt if any single event of it, in the field or 
on the mach, will be a more complacent recol- 
lection than that of the capture of the trout. 
He should have a starling taught to cry him 
„Mortimer.“ It was served for breakfast, and, 
much of a trout gourmet as he is, he had 
all he could do to make away with it. I hadn’t 
the brass to take the share of it he offered me. 
He relished every fibre of it. He exercised his 
jaws on it with a smack of gusto like what is 
said to be that of a hungry Fejee epicure on 
missionary pot-pie. About 8, without much 
ado, we bade adieu to Camp Chickabiddy, but a 
memory of our four days of life there will live, 
and will not down,” infall our future.

Mine away from it we saw a beauty of a fawn, in

It didn’t have its 
eye-teeth cut, or tt wouldn’t have stood so near 
and cluse to us, within easy range, but we were 
just abreast or slightly below it when we 
first saw it. Tabo had to fumble in his pocket 
lor a cap, and before he got his gun ready we 
were a below. The crack of the 
rife sent it boa but upharmed into the 
woods. Hardly a mile further, a large- 
horned buck was laving his dappled form in the 
water. He was out of rifle distance, and caught 
sight of us too soon to admit of any stealth or 
strategy being played on him by our aboriginee. 
But Tabo said he wanted to scare him anyhow, 
and when the deer turned for the bushes 
Tabo let fly, and the buck plunged and tore the 
water wide open in his panic to set his hoofs on 
shore. On the passing we took trout enough 
to set the dinner and supper with. In these 
passings on we scarcely recognize the 
Brule of 1875. The woodman’s ax 
has been diligent in felling spaces of wood in 
the virgin forest, in whose shadow and solitude 
this river of trout ran undisturbed, remote 
from busy baunts of men.“ The chopper’s cut- 
tings are visible, frequently, in the lower ten 
miles, aud these change the landmarks. But we 
struck one familiar spot when we put in at 
Camp Tabo for dinuer. When here in 1875 we 
imprinted on a huge pine, fresh barked for the 
purpose, our names and the figures of the catch 
of that trip. We then supposed we were leav- 
ing behind us a proud, triumphal memorial 
of our trouting prowess, when we scored 
the emphatic figures 774, though we 
caught a few afterwards. Looking at these 
now, we think we can put on great airs, par- 
ticularly over our former selves, when our roll 
of honor counts its merit-mark up to 1,388, and 
we have spent less than half the time with the 
fly that we did then. The count of each indi- 
vidual in this total Is: High, 524; Pratt, 364; 
King, 288; Deuison, 217, and, besides these, 
Tabo, 53. 
When at dinner, and as he progged the 

fifth trout with bis fork, High remarked that 
he always thought blessings were brightest as 
they depart, and he intended, for his part, to 
make the most of the last messes set ore 
him. After breakfasting, di supping, and 
sleeping on trout so long, this shows a health 
unimpaired appetite to go home with. We al 
quote and agree in applying to trout what 
Jr. Butler said of the 4 Doubtless 
God might have made a better fish, but, doubt- 
less, God never did.“ However, lown up to a 
bit of satiety on trout, and it will be no sore 
trial to me to leave trout now for next or other 
season’s ee Our trouting is practically 
ended, and at this vamp the rods were slid into 
their covers for final carriage home. There is a 
logmen's campa mile or more above Brule 
Falls. The pine cabin and the clearing here are 
innovations since we were here before. It is the 
rendezvous or living quarters of the men who 
in winter come to cut logs, which are floated to 
Menominee on the spring floods. Three or four 
men live here now, who are clearing a farm in 
the hard-wood ground or b We 
‘hove to” to replenis with what 
we could get of supplies for the bread-basket. The 
occupants of the cabin were the cook, a jolly- 
looking Frenchman, lazily smoking a pipe, and 
„ Bobbie,“ bis dog, who wagged us his tail in 
friendly welcome, and hospitably rubbed his 
nose on our trousers when we sat. Some 

of the walls were frescoed with wood-cut clip- 
pings from pictorial papers far out of date, and 
bese, with familiar kitchen and household fur- 
niture, reminded us we were now approaching 
settiements, inhabitants, and civilization. It is 
curious to recall that, since the 8th inst., when 
we lett Republic, until we faced this pot-slinger, 
and with the exception of the redskin and the 
squaws on the Faint, we have not seen a 
single human face or _ habitation, or 
signs. of either; unless the trails 
crossed are considered such signs. And 
the portage trails are so seldom impriuted with 
a human foot that Nature almost reclaims them 
by growths along them back to their native 
wildness, so that they are often obscure and 
treacherous. A travel by land and water as 
long and far as o and through regions as 
wide apart, with nothing in sight but all-per- 
vading Naturé, and not even the rude and 
meagre pioneering evidences of the outpost or 
frontier serves to show the utter silence, vast- 
ness, and wildness of the wilderness still primi- 
tive in che forms impressed by the first Creator. 
He alone was present on the pathways of 
our advance. These leaves will have 
many a season fade and 
fall before much this wilderness 
will blossom as the rose. And we are not out 
of the woods” yet! We trailed around Brule 
Falls, virtuatly the end of the river, for just 
here it and the Paint commingle waters.

We are yet so much in spirit with our surround- 
ings that neither Gibbon’s fight, nor Hall’s dis- 
covery of a satellite of Mars, nor the war of Os- 
maulſ and Muscovite, nor could any freshet of 
news now sensationalize us out of the charm, 
composure, and doice far niente of our uncom- 

leted voyage. We will borrow no sensations. 

Ve will soon enough be returned to the fret and 
friction of city and business life. We want our 
drift into life at high pressure to be as easy, 
quiet, and slow as the flow of the river. So our 
newspapers have hardly rippled the smoothness 
and even tenor of our way and way of life. After 
passing and portaging each of Twin Falls, we went 
ashore for dinner end put to good use some 
of the stores we got at Paul Miller's. Just 
below this are some ugly rapids which make 
the billows pitch more than usually. It was 
risky, and looked as if a fellow’s time might 
come it he tried to pass,—nearer his time at 
least than when a bear is nosing about a 
camp. The boys held up on tLe brink of the 
raging breakers and took a circumspective 
glanee,—and then let ber loose. I notice that, 
about that time, High lifted his eyes from a 
divorcee scandal, a highly-seasoned domestic 
drama, he had been reading in a paper, and 
devoted his very earnest person solici- 
tude to the safe passage of the 
canoe. We got over with nothing more serious 
than some splashes and scooping in a few white 
caps. The few miles to Big Quiniseck Falls 
were miles of uniformly beautiful scenery. In 
some stretches, the riverran partly under the 
shadows of the *rees and partly in the giittering 
sunshine, and as the channel or course might be, 
we flitted from light to shade, but the stream 
as placid as a painted meadow brook. The 
stilipess of the entire scene—nof a leaf stirring 
on a twig, not air enough astirto fret a film of 
agitation, only the ripple cut by the canoe and 
the strokes and drippings from the paddles, to 
mar the mirror-like glassiness, but rarely a bird- 
note and the nearly noiseless dropping of the 
oar—the like solemn silence of the bordering 
woods—sucnh stillness which could hardly be 
found anywhere ashere, and soprofound that we 
sympathetically lapsed inte a serenity and 
silence in harmony with the overpow- 
ering hush and repose of Nature, 
and dreamily, . passively, and speechless 
kept in this drowse till we neared Big 
Quiniseck Falis, and its ramble of many and far 
falling waters broke the charm. The portage 
here, reached at 4, is a wearisome trudge of two 
miles. High and 1 shouldered our blahket 
packs, and in much weariness of flesh and iu the 
copious sweat of the brow, got tothe the thither 
end of the trail. Paul and [abo made two trips 
over it, and ere all the portaging was 
done and the tehts raised nignt came. 
We are tenting on tne high point of rock near 
the falls on the Michigan side. We have a com- 
manding view of the enchanting scepery. At 
our feet, the foam from the cataract is washing 
— the edge of the shore, and lays in streaks 
like drifts of snow. The currents of the eddies 
curve gracefully, floating feathery flakes of 
foam. Just by. the misty spray rises like a sub- 
tle drapery of silver smoke over the rushing 
waters. The perspective, from our point. down 
the river is beautiful exceedingly. In fact, 
the whole scenery of this falls, in its wildness 
and beauty, in water and wood, needs only the 
genius of some Claude Lorraine, Turner, 
or Church, to trace and color 
m the glowing glories of art 
make them known, and famed, 
sought. Some day tourists in search of the 
picturesque und artists out for studies will come 
out of their way to take in Big Quiniseck Falls. 
Pictures of them in the memory of the one, 
and in the colors of the other, would weil match 
or surpass those of man a view more famed of 
men and story and traveled to.

THE DRAMA. 


LAWRENCE BARRETT. 


The past two weeks deserve to be remem- 
bered in our theatrical annals. They have been 
marked by a revival cf public interest in the 
higher class of dramatic entertainment which is 
highly encouraging. Henceforth let us cease to 
deplore the depraved taste of the age, but rather 


seek to inspire our managers with better faith 
in the public, and tempt them on to further en- 
deavors in the right direction. Both Mr. Booth 
and Mr. Barrett have been playing to crowded 
houses all the week, and it is quite possible that 
if the engagement of the latter had extended to 
another fortnight the rivalry between the two 
actors would have resulted in a continuation of 
the popular interest in this very interesting 
tournament. Mr. Barrett’s season is over, how- 
ever, and Booth has the field all to himself. 

This has proved to be the most successful en- 
gagement Mr. Barrett has ever played in Chica- 
go. With the exception of a run ” of four 
weeks when he brought Rosedale some 
years ago,—the said run being due chiefly to the 
piece itself,—he has generally failed to be more 
than the favorite of afew. This time he has 
obtained a wider hearing, and bis acting has 
elicited much discussion. The rapidity with 
which he has run through à variety of important 
dramatic impersonations in these two weeks 
quite precludes any examination of his perform- 
ances in detail. Running through Shakspeare 
at railroad speed with a shriek, and a roar, and 
a rattle may be very euterprisiug, but it is nota 
habit that should be encouraged. The chief 
performer may be well up in his parts, but 
he cap hardly expect competent support from 
even a picked company im such quick 
transitions, nor can he expect a man- 
ager to expend that care in their 
preparation which works of such magnitude re- 
quire. Manager Hooley has toiled after Mr. 
Barrett bravely in this matter, and he certainly 
should be permitted to go scatheless for any 
shortcomings, considering the extent of the pro- 
gramme he was called upon to fill. 

In presenting such an extensive repertoire 
Mr. Barrett has been bold enough to invite an 
honest and fair judgment of his merits. Perhaps 
it would have been more to the purpose had he 
chosen to give us one good thing,—say his 
Cassius,—and so have left an indelible impres- 
sion of his excellence, than to struggle as he 
did, and make himself and bis coadjutors a 
company of theatric J laborers. 

Mr. Barrett’s merits as an actor are consider- 
able. Few men in the profession have deserved 
their honors so weil, or have won them so dear- 
ly. Some men seem to alight upon that cele- 
brated “‘steep where fame’s proud temple 
shines.“ Edwin Booth was marked, quoted, aud 


signed by the hand of Nature to be an actor. 


Others have to climb the steep,” and climb 
it painfully, working under adverse and perverse 
conditions. It was so with Charles Kean, and 
many others who have achieved high distinction; 
and it is so with Lawrence Barrett. He has 
reacbed his present honorable niche in the tem- 
ple by dint of hard labor. An industrious and 
talented man who devotes his life to the making 
of verses may arrive at a certain degree of ex- 
cellence in the work,—as Bulwer Lytton did,— 
but be may never become a poet. He remains 
simply a man of talent and industry, a good ex- 
ample for all aspiring young tlemen of the 
rising generation. And it is wich actors as with 
They must have the inspiration. That 
“light that never was on sea or land cannot 
be : it must be given, Your Yorick 
never cultivated a talent that could produce 
pe of merriment.“ They came to bim. 
And it is true, though perhaps a pity, that the 
best actors of any generation have generally 
achieved their highest triumphs not by study, 
but by what we — Senge for want of more 
exact phrase, ins q 
Mr. Barrett is not an inspired actor. What- 
ever degree of excellence he has achieved is the 
result of very hard labor. What a beautiful re- 
salt could be arrived at by the commingling of 
the elements that compose an Edwin Adams 
and a Barrett. With Barrett's industry, and ap- 
jication, and love of his work, Adams might 
ye overtopped ail the actors of the day. t 
Nature dispenses her favors with a sparing

HOW OLD IS BRIDGET? 
For The Chicago Tribune. 

When first I met her, at what she calls The 
Intelligent Office,” Bridget told me that she 
was born on the 7th and 9th of June,in the 
year——she had forgotten the year, but she was 
sure of the day, or days, because it was an odd 
number; and she was 25 years old pre- 
cisely, and ready to swear to it before the Presi- 


dent. 

Twenty-five is a beautiful age to have in tne 
house, and I took Bridget at her word. She 
was “3, ly,” when she came; 
she bas lived with us cighteen months; and now 
she is only 24. 

That’s where I begin to gct mixed up. 

This is Bridget’s true history, as she related it 
to me in moments of unlimited confidence: 

„No, mum, Fam not Irish; I was born in 
Cork, where me father was a man; and it’s 
me that had me carridges, a me diaments 
and me twelve dozens of fine linen towels, and 
went into society every day of me life, mum; 
and real vig-bugs they were, too, not like them 
common Am y folks that’s no better than 
me. And me mother, a lone widder seven 
years, a-weeping onto mé dead father’s grave, 
and Queen Victory a-writing to her to come— 
come to the Court-House, mum. And me only 


borough, Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, was pres- 
ent, and, in respouse to the toast, Prosperity 
to Irelaud, “ said: 

It has been his good fortune lately to visit the 
northern provinces of Ireland, and there he had 
an opportunity of witnessing the great strides 
of commercial and manufacturing industry and 
activity. It might be well that he should refer 
to the few statistics of the agriculture of the 
country. The returns for the current year 
showed an increase of 2,000 acres under wheat. 
He was not sure that this was altogether a 
healthy coudition, for he believed it might be 
attributed in a great degree to the very 
fine harvest of wheat last year. There 
had been an increase of the quantity 
under barley of 5,000 acres, and a somewhat 
peculiar iacrease in cabbages. There had been 
an increase of 4,500 acres of rape and vetcbes, 
but the most extraordinary increase was that of 
64,000 acres in meadow ciover. Tiere had also 
been an increase of 15,000 acres of oats. There 
was also a singular increase in the breadth un- 
der potatoes. He did not think the @minution 
in this crop that had taken place in recently pre- 
ceding years was to be deplored. That diminu- 
tion from 1867 to 1877 had been 121,000 acres. 
The decrease in wheat for the same decennial 
period was 142,000 acres; of oats, 17,000; flax, 
121.000: while in barley there had been an m- 
crease of 49,000 acres, andin this latter item 
they had an evidence of the industry now pre- 
vailing, namely, that large industry with which 
so respected a name as that of Guinness was 
associated. He would not advance any op- 
posing argument to the argument that 
the conversion of land out of 
tillage into grass was an unpatriotic act, but it 
was generally found that things found their 
own level in agriculture as in any other employ- 
ment, and it was impossible to prescribe any 
way in which the fertility of the soil was to be 
developed. There were 121,000 fewer cattle and 
19,000 fewer sheep, but they had exported 
during the year £13,105,000 worth of live —— 
80 that if the amount of stock had decre 
they had this reflection to fall back upon, that 
the large sum of 413, 000, 000 had been paid into 
the hands of the farmers of the country. They 
find, however, there were in the country at pres- 
ent 3,996,000 cattle, being more by 350,000 than 
there were two years ago. Pigs also were more 
by 538,000. In sheep there is an extraordinary 
decrease. Taking all these facts into considera- 
tion, he thought that as regards the culture 
debit and credit account, the country was to be 
congratulated, and there was no cause for alarm 
or despondency. 

Since the passing of the Land act there had 
been in the Province of Ulster eighty-one appli- 
cations for loans to purchase small holdings of 
the valuation of £9,900, and the money ad- 
vanced is £93,000.

000. The total number of applications for such 
loans was 575, the annual rental £21,000, and 
the sum advanced £327,000.
